The fi rnt trace that has been found 
of any of the three prisoner« who 
broke jail here last Saturday morning 
came to light last night when it wan 
learned that a letter 
hearing 
an 
Indianapolis postmark had been re­ 
ceived fru n Jones by his attorneys, 
Stevens & Nipp. 
The letter was received on Tuesday. 
In it .Tones goes on to say that he fears 
his attorneys will censure him for 
runuing away, but he excuses him 
self by saying that his friends and 
relatives had deserted him, and that 
he feared to remain in jail, risk action 
by the grand jury and going ¡into [the 
trial. 
Jones blames his step-mother 
for the action taken by his father in 
refusing to aid him. 
Concerning his 
father’s attitude'he says: 
“ As to my ¡¡father, I don’t think 
there over was and ever will be a 
father to a son as he has been to me. 
And yet, back of him and his actions 
there is influor;:e, for surely the chil­ 
dren of every father 
are the only 
treasures of this earth. 
Well do I 
know if my mother had been living 
and could have blessed our home, be 
would hav<‘ |actcd differently. 
True 
to life is the saying that comes to m\ 
mind : 


‘That a mother 
is 
through life; 
A father is a father 
another w ife.’ ’

Jones blames others, who professed 
to h«1! his friends, foijhis downfall ¡and 
says that they influenced him in do 
ing things, while cashier of the bank, 
which they knew at the time were 
wrong, and, lie, being wholly inex­ 
perienced in the banking business, did 
not. 
Jones asserts that he has been a 
victim of cireumstnees, and that he 
has 11ad to suffer for the wrongs of 
some one else. 
He savs that he broke 
jail, “ not as a fugitive from justice, 
but a fugitive from injustice.“ 
Jones says that after laving awake 
at nights and studying the matter 
over and over, he decided to break 
jail in order that on January 1st he 
might accept a position offered him, 
while in jail, by a friend, who is well 
accrualnted with'Jones’ dealings in the 
Arlington bank, and which he says is 
the position of secretary and treasurer 
of a concern, at a salary of $.*>000 a 
year. 
At Jtlie 
time 
he left, .Tones 
owed his attorneys a large sum of 
money and ho promises that within a 
year, if given his liberty for that 
length of time, he will almost treble 
this amount, besides paying back to 
the creditors of the "Arlington hank 
every cent that he owes them. 
Jones ends 
his letter by saying: 
“ As surely as the sun will come up in 
the morn. I pledge my word of honor 
as mail to man. right is right, that no 
one shall loose a cent if I am given 
my liberty, and if so you shall be 
weU paid for your unceaseful efforts. ’’ 
Sheriff Rainbridge is of the opinion 
that this letter was written in |ja il 
and then mailed at Indianainilis by 
some friend of Jones’. It is understood 
that Indianapolis detectives are on 
Jones’ trail.

Lee Odell, the former manager of 
John McCarty’s restaurant on Perkins 
street, was arrested in Chicago this 
morning for robbing Mr. McCarty, of 
about 
$100 last Sunday night. 
The 
robbery was not rejxjrted to the ¡» olice 
authorities at once, but Mr. McCarty 
acted as his own detective and with 
artful strategy and good common sense 
he succeeded in capturing the man 
who robbed him. 
Mr. McCarty said to a representative 
of the Daily Republican this afternoon j 
that although he did not know of Mr. ! 
Odell’s character when lie hired him to ! 
take charge of his restaurant which is 
in the next room to his saloon, he 
thought 
the 
man 
was thoroughly 
honest and he was'greatly surprised 
when he disappeared with his money. 
Mr. McCarty stated that it was the 
custom for Mr. Odell to settle with 
him on Monday morning, aud that his 
employee, instead of turning over the 
money into his hands, left the city 
Sunday night on the 12 o’clock west 
bound Great Central train. 
Mr. McCarty discovered that Odell’s 
wife, who still remained in this city, 
did not know anything about the rob­ 
bery and McCarty used her as a tool 
to find out where her husband was. 
Mrs. Odell received a letter from her 
husband with a Chicago postmark ou 
it, aud when Mr. McCarty discovered 
this news, he made Mrs. Odell promise 
that she would notify him by telegram 
of her husband’s exact location in that 
city "as soon as she could go there and 
find him. 
Mrs.Odell did as she was req uested 
and McCarty sent a telegramto the Chi­ 
cago police authorities, who arrested 
Odell immediately. 
Mrs. Odell, who 
knew nothing of her husband’s guilt, 
was in this manner used as a tool to 
bring her husband to justice.
